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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In regard to claims 6-21 , the applicant has amended the claim to require a new feature that changes to the 
scope of claims .6-21 . Claims 7-21 now have the feature of provisioning, that was not included previously, and therefore would require 
further search and consideration by the examiner. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's request for reconsideration has 
been carefully reviewed and is not persuasive for the following reasons: The examiner refers to MPEP 2123 that states that an entire 
reference cited is considered relevant to the rejection and not just the cited sections. In regard to claim 1 , the applicant's arguments are 
substantially similar to the previous arguments presented in the arguments filed on 07/30/2007 and the examiners response was sent on 
05/29/2007. The previous responses to arguments are incorporated herein and the claims are not allowable in view of the final rejection. 
Turning to the current arguments, the applicant maintains that the manner in which the user provisions a connection service is very 
different from the applicants invention. In response to applicant's argument that provisioning is done differently in the present application, 
a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior 
art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended 
use, then it meets the claim. In this case, Pugaczewski expressly teaches the process of allowing the user to provision a circuit (See 
column 20, lines 10-15), then the system of Pugaczewski teaches the user can select an icon with a given color that shows the status of 
the provisioned circuit where the user selects a button as is able to see the backplane and cross connect of each element. Therefore, 
based on a reasonable and broad interpretation of the independent claim Pugaczewski is seen as teaching the limitations of the claim 
because the structure allows the user to provision circuits and interact with the icons that represent the network objects. Thus, the claims 
are not allowable in view of the final rejeciton previously mailed on 05/29/2007.
